Before Pentecost Jesus told His 
disciples, ‘Do not start any re- 
vivals yet.

I am just going through some| 
Scriptures, and showing you how| 
important in Bible language is this | 
matter of being filled with the 
Holy Spirit. 

In Acts, chapter 2 the people | 
said, “What shall we do?” Peter 
answered them in verses 38 and | 
39, “Repent, and be baptized every | 
one of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ for the remission of sins.” 
Notice now that repent is for sal- 
vation, and be baptized is pointing 
to, with reference to that salvation. 
A study of the Greek shows 
that the word for -there is 
really a translation of the little 
Greek word eis which means with 
reference to. So it is not a mat- 
ter of being baptized to get remis- 
sion of sins. It is being baptized 
because of, or pointing to, or with 
reference to the remission of sins 
you got when you repented. Bap- 
tism does not save anybody. It 
is a Pood sign you have been 
saved, if you have. Then read the 
rest of the verse. “And ye shall 
receive the gift of the Holy Ghost.” 
Notice, one repents and is saved. 
Then the baptism means a laying 
of one’s self on the altar, a heart 
obedience to the commands of 
God, a setting out to live the sur- 
rendered and crucified life. And 
then, “ye shall receive the gift of 
the Holy Ghost. For the promise 
is unto you, and to your children, 
and to all that are afar off, even 
as many as the Lord our God shall 
call.”

Verse 8 
reads, “And Stephen, full of faith 
and power, did great wonders and 
miracles among the people.” 
“Stephen, full of the Holy Ghost.” 

In the seventh chapter of Acts, 
verse 55, we see Stephen just be- 
fore he is stoned: “But he, being 
full of the Holy Ghost, looked up 
stedfastly into heaven,” gave his 
testimony, and Saul of Tarsus was 
convicted and later converted.

The True Meaning of 
Pentecost 

What is the meaning of Pente- 
cost? I will show you very clear- 
ly. It is not the conversion of 
souls. These people were already 
Christians. It is not the indwell- 
ing of the Holy Spirit, for He 
already has taken up His abode in 
them. The meaning of Pentecost 
is not the origin of the church. 
Even if the church began then, 
the Bible says nothing about it,

It 
is not the thing they are to get on 
their minds. And we ought not 
get our minds on it. It was not 
the tongues of fire sitting on their 
heads. That happened, but it was 
an incidental, outward miracle. I 
say, those outward signs may differ 
as they did then, but that is not 
the point. The point is that they 
are to receive power, to have wit- 
nessing power and to get people 
converted. That is the meaning 
of Pentecost. It isn’t that they 
were talking in other’ languages. 
It happens that some of them did 
talk in known languages that 
people understood, and_ these 
heard the gospel in their own 
tongues in which they were born. 
That is all right. But that is an 
incident. It was not promised 
that it would be specially in these 
certain particular languages. That 
is not the point. The point is they 
got power to witness for Jesus and 
to get people saved. They had 
power. The meaning of Pentecost 
is power on your witnessing, pow- 
er on your testimony, power on 
your soul-winning effort, power 
for the pulpit and the pew to take 
the gospel to sinners. That is it. 
In other words, revival power. 


D. L. Moody said, “Pentecost 
was simply a specimen day.” Yes, 
Pentecost was simply a specimen 
revival. If we want a revival, let 
us go back and have it as they 
did then. How is that? Let us 
get the power of God on us. Let 
us get the power of the Holy 
Ghost. Let us be filled with the 
Holy Spirit, or have the gift of 
the Holy Spirit, or be.endued with 
power from on high. As Joel 
prophesied, and as Peter said, 
“This is that which was spoken 
by the prophet Joel; And it. shall 
come to pass in the last days, saith

The power of the Holy Spirit is 
the only way to have a revival 
and the only way to win souls.

Well, I will 
tell you how. It is not going to 
be very difficult.

If every- 
body here today were to hear 
angel’s wings’ flapping, were to 
see a great light shining, were to 
feel electric shocks running 
through their bodies, I would not 
give the snap of my finger for all 
that. If God wants to do that, all 
right.

I was pastor of the 
First Baptist Church at Sham- 
rock, Texas. All these institutions 
were associated with the South- 
ern Baptist organization. 

But there arose in Texas a 
severe controversy over matters 
of doctrine. I, from earnest con- 
viction, took*sides boldly and pub- 
licly. Other men made bitter per- 
sonal issues that became para- 
mount in the minds of many. I 
think my own motives were right 
and I still hold the same strong 
doctrinal convictions. But in- 
evitably I was classed and>then 
thrown with men whose methods 
and whose apparent motives I 
later had to renounce openly. I 
organized a number of independ-

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ent Baptist churches growing out 
of revival campaigns I conducted. 
These churches did not cooperate 
with the Texas Baptist Conven- 
tion mor the Southern Baptist 
Convention and were not on very 
friendly terms with the mass of 
Southern Baptists and their in- 
stitutions. 

Some ten years ago I separated 
myself entirely from the men at- 
tacking Southern Baptist leader- 
ship and institutions and more 
and more I have felt renewed my 
love and loyalty toward the 
Southern Baptist group of men 
who were such a_ tremendous 
blessing and influence in my 
earlier Christian life and prepara- 
tion and ministry. I do not claim 
that I was blameless in the breach 
of fellowship. I have confessed to 
some men that I thought I had, 
without intention, wronged them. 
I have sought to renew my fel- 
lowship. In harmony with my 
earnest advice, the church in Dal- 
las of which I was, under God, 
the founder and long the pastor, 
voted to seek fellowship with 
Texas Baptists and Southern 
Baptists. This was under the pas- 
torate of my successor, Dr. Robert 
J. Wells, but was in thorough 
harmony with my outspoken ad- 
vice. In recent years I have had 
a number of revival campaigns in 
great Southern Baptist churches. 
I have had fellowship with many 
strong Southern Baptist leaders. 
I have sought to be brotherly and 
to openly prove myself brotherly.

Now I want to say to independ- 


that I feel your greatest useful- 
ness and happiness and the most 
service for the Lord can 
be done in friendship, and wher- 
ever possible, in the open and full 
cooperation with Southern Bap- 
tists. I am not now urging Metho- 
dists and Presbyterians to become 
Baptists, but am urging harmony 
and cooperation among those of 
like precious faith. I am trying 
to help further to heal a breach 
that I, in some measure, I am sad 
to say, helped to make. I do not 
urge anybody to have less strong 
convictions on doctrine. I do not 
urge anybody. to condone world- 
liness, or to give money where he 
cannot give it conscienceously in 
Jesus’ name. But southern Bap- 
tists in the main are for the Word 
of God and _ soul-winning and 


everything precious to the inde- 


pendent groups of Baptists. There 
is worldliness among Southern 
Baptists and worldliness among 
independent groups also. Neither 
is perfect. But Southern Baptists 
are the largest single soul-win- 
ning group of people in the world. 
They believe the Bible is in- 
spired. They believe in salvation 
by the blood. They believe in the 
absolute deity of Jesus Christ. 
And while they do not all agree 
on dispensational truth, Southern 
Baptists all believe that the Bible 
is true when it says that Jesus is 
coming again. I believe that ex- 
ceptions would be very rare. And 


I believe that there is enough 
liberty in the Southern Baptist 
set-up for Bible-believing Bap- 
tists as individuals and Baptist 
churches to cooperate, maintain- 
ing independence and freedom in 
the Holy Spirit. Hence I urge in- 
dependent Baptist pastors in the 
South, wherever possible, to seek 
fellowship in groups of conven- 
tion Baptist pastors even as I 
sought the fellowship of the Bap- 
tist Minister’s Conference in Dal- 
las when I was pastor there. I 
urge churches, as rapidly as they 
can honestly and’ heartily do so, 
to begin to cooperate with South- 
ern Baptists in the great Sunday 
School work they are doing and 
in their crusade for souls through- 
out the south and in their dream 
and vision and plans and work in 
missions throughout the world. 
For myself, though my ministry 
is Jargely centered in the north, 
I like to be known as a Southern 


Baptist. My fellowship, my mem- 
ories, the tremendous debt I owe 
Southern Baptists, and the great 
usefulness of this group of soul- 
winning Christians move my heart 
to seek their fellowship and te 
urge others who are Baptists in 
the south to do likewise. 
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
